T hese bins a re about 20 feet iu 
diam eter aud betw een 12 anti 16 
feet high. T hey are m ade of ply­ 
wood and covered with alum inum 
paint. T h e re ’s a hole in the top 
th ro ug h whteh to feed the corn, 
and a sm all door ne ar the bottom, 
throu gh w hich the corn could be 
tak en out. 
Mr. Spence had his bin carted 
aw ay intact and stan din g upright 
on a trailer. Atop the bin sa t a man 
w hose job w as to carefully push 


up w ires when they hung too low 
for the bin to clear. 
The m an from Virginia, with the 
aid of two helpers, dism antled his 
silo. It took all one afternoon for 
them to rem ove the roof, but by the 
end of the second day, the d is­ 
m antled fram e w as ready for its 
trip.
